THE STATISTICAL RETURNS. 


Increased Cotton Acreage Shown in 
Almost Every State. 
WASHINGTON, June 10.--The statistical re- 
turns for June tothe department of agriculture 
show an increase of acreagein cotton in nearly 
every state. The area, as compared with the 
acreage of 1889, is reported in this preliminary 
investigation as follows: Virginia, 98; North 
Carolina, 102; South Carolina, 103; Georgia, 
102; Florida, 103; Alabama, 102; Mississippi, 
102; Louisiana, 95; Texas, 105; Arkansas, 99; 
Tennessee, 100—average 102; average condi- 
tion 88.8. The percentage of Virginia is 90, 
North Carolina 98, South Carolina 97, Geor- 
gia 94, Florida 92, Alabama 93, Mississippi 55, 
Louisiana 84, Texas 54, Arkansas 85, Tennes- 
see 87. 
The fair price prevailing, with low prices for 
other products, stimniates the extension of 
jlanting. ‘The overtlows in Arkansas and 
pence ae delayed planting in _ those 
states, and prevented an increase which 
would otherwise have been made. There 
are locations where replanting to 
perfect stands injured by cold nights still con- 
tinue, and will, in extreme casés, to the 15th of 
June. Stands are generally very good in the 
Carolinas, with the exception in low areas, 
where frosts or coo] nights destroyed the plants. 
In the Mississippi valley, and in Texas heavy 
rains, local floods andinundations have caused 
an unusual amount of replanting, and on the 
Mississippi and other great rivers the delay of 
In such 
cases seed has been chopped in the mud, and 
the plants have appeared promptly, sometimes 
in four days from planting. Except on the 
Atlantic coast, the excess of rain has retarded 
chopping out and cultivation, leaving the crop 
somewhat grassy, though the recent fine 
weather has done much to secure clean culti- 
vation. In the more southern latitudes, the 
plants are beginning to bloom; while the entire 
growth, as a rule, is late, the plants are healthy 
and growing rapidly.

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IN THE HOUSE, 


Passage of a Bill Amendatory to the In- 
ternal Revenue Law. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The speaker laid 
before the house the senate bill amendatory to 
the internal revenue laws, which was passed. 
It authorizes the commissioner of internal 
revenue to formulate rules and regulations, by 
which beer maybe carried direct from 
the vats to the bottling department, without 
— through the intermediate process of 

eing drawn into kegs. ; 

The senate bill was passed changing the 
present system of drawback on exported beer 
and fermented liquors, and permitting the 
exportation in bond, in the same manner that 
distilled spirits are now handled. 

The house then went into commitee of the 
whole on the post-ofiice appropriation bill. No 
opposition was made to the measure, and the 
committee having speedily considered the 
reported it to the house, when it was passed.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Senator Morrill, 
chairman of the finance committee, was with 
his republican associates this morning and 
jo:ved them in further consideration of the 
tariff bill. The wool and siik jschedules were 
examined and some items agreed to. Not- 
Witlistanding statements heretofore made by 
members of the committee, it appears that the 
minority members have not yet received any 
of the schedules and that none of them are 
formally completed, althoughfseveral of them 
are practically so. This afternoon the com- 
mittee went through the schedule of sundries 
and got into the free list as usual and passed 
ever contested items without action. 


The New Sergeant-at-Arms, 


WasHineton, June 10.—The republican 
Senatorial caucus tonight nominated E. K. 
Valentine, of Nebrask:, as sergeant-at-arms of 
the senate, to succeed W. FP. Canaday, whose 
resignation takes effect the Oth instant. 

There were forty-one senators present, and 
eight candidates—Read, of Maine; Byington, 


of Connecticutt; Bailey, of PopaSylvania; 
Dunn, of Delaware; Swords owa; Reed, 
of Minnesota; Valentine, Nebraska, and 


Wilson, of Montana. On the first ballot, 
Bailey lead with 13 votes. On the second 
ballot Valentine was nominated, receiving 23 
of the 41 votes cast. The successful candidate 
is a lawyer of West Point, Nebraska, about 
fifty years of age. Heserved three terms in

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WILL CONSOLIDATE THE BILLS. 


The Republican Caucus on the Nationa 
Elections Bills. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—For the fourth 
time the republican representatives were in 
caucus tonight upon the subject of a national 
election law. The attendance was small, and 
asit was understood that a vote was not to 
be taken betore 10 o’clock to decide as between 
the Lodge and Rowell bills. Thef first 
two hours were devoted entirely 
to a discussion which served but 
to accentuate the preference of southern 
republicans for the Lodge plan. A feature of 
the discussion was a speech in fayor of that 
measure by Representative Cheatham, the 
colored member from North Carolina. The 
result of the talk was that when Speaker Reed 
pointed out how differences between. the ad- 
herents of the two bills could be adjusted, by 
a combination of the features or principles of 
each which are unobjected to, his gag. yok 
was unanimously accepted, aud Messrs. 
Rowell and Lodge were instructed 
to formulate a compromise bill. 
Its features will be an enlargement 
of the supervising system so that supervisors 
shall participate in registration, voting and 
canvassing. To carry out fully the national 
idea, supervisors returns are to be prima facie 
evidence of the right of a member to his seat, 
and are to prevail in making up the 
roll of the house. In cases of con- 
fiicting . returns, certificates of state 
canvassers may be used to allow the house to 
form its judgment of the qualifications of the 
contestant. As soon as a proposition is re- 
duced to a form, itis expected that another 
caucus will be called to formally adopt the 
measure and provide for it’s speedy consider- 
ation by the house. 


MRS. COWLES IN COURT. 


Her Husband's Wounds may Result Fatally 
to Him. 

MontTREAL, June 10.—This morning Mrs, 
Cowles appeared in court before Justice Tait 
with her daughter, Florence, and her friends. 
The letter which Cowles wrote renouncing all 
claims to his daughter, and the order from 
him to the. nuns, with whom she had been 
placed, authorizing them to deliver her up, 
was produced. This was regarded as conclud- 
ing the case. Mr. Cowles’s condition is not 
improved, and, his wounds may result fatally. 

A committee of physicians has been named 
to examine Cowles tomorrow to ascertain if he 
is in a fit condition tocome intocourt. If so, 
the case of Hale will at once goto the grand 
jury, andifa billis found against him, he 
will be tried at once. None ofthe party will 
leave Canada till everything is finally settled.

HEMINGWAY’S SHORTAGE IN COURT. 


His Counsel Moving for a Continuance 
Until the Next Term, 

JACKSON, Miss., June 10.—[Special.]—The 
counsel for ex-Treasurer Hemingway today, 
in support of their motion for a continuance of 
his case ti.l the next term,-pregented the affi- 
davits of Mr. Hemingway and Leroy Doug- 
lass, the expert, employed by him to investi- 
gate the treasury books. 

They averred in substance, that no proper 
investigation had been possible in the short 
time that they have had to make the 
examination. Mr. Douglass has found errors, 
his aflidavit says, to theamount of $40,000, and 
he thinks he can demonstrate that others exist 
in the amount of $20,000, but cannot now swear 
to it. 

The court overruled the motion and the case 
was set for trial next Monday. The defense 
excepted to the ruling of the court. If the 
state announces itself ready for trial on Mon- 
day, the defense will not be precluded from 
moving for continuance on grounds other than 
those presented to-day.

NONE OF THE RACERS DEAD, 


And the Lovers of Horseflesh May Feel 
Relieved. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—None of the 
reports of the racers named last night 
as having been killed in the Wabash 
accident, near St. Louis, was correct. 
The mare Huntress is the only one of those 
nained that was on the train. She had both 
forelegs broken and will have to be killed. 

Those killed were principally two-year-olds. 
Among them were Climax, Brown Duke, Little 
Minnie, Cruiser, Banner Bearer, Little Prince, 
Egypt, Ben Ridgeley, Lige P., Spring Dam, 
Turner and Mattie Park. The accident was 
caused by errors in train orders. 

The Remnant of the Train. 


Kansas City. Mo., June 10.—The remnant of 
the wrecked Wabash horse train did not pull 
up to the unloading place near the race course 
across the river, until 10 o’clock this morning. 
In the caboose next to the last car in the train 
were the eight wounded colored men and boys, 
the most of them belonging to Chinn & Mor. 
gan’s stable. 

Scarcely one of them escaped with less than 
a brokenleg. They were all removed to the 
Wabash hospital. The stable most affected by 
the wreck was that of J. Kellar, of Cynthiana, 
Ky., who together with his son perished. They 
or ay horses and every one of them was 
illed.

TRAIN ROBBING AGAIN 


TERING THEM. 


A BRAVE EXPRESS MESSENGER 


He Fires at the Scoundrels and They Shoot 
Him Down—The Amount Stolen— 
Officers in Pursuflt. 


Sr. Louis, June 19.—A special from Tex- 
arkana, Ark., says: <A belated train on the 
Texas and Pacific, which left here at 11 o’clock 
last night, was robbed at what is known 4s 
“Four-mile Junction.” <A switch was thrown 
open and the train wrecked, and an unknown 
man, who was stealing a ride, was killed. 

Express Messenger Nevlin resisted the rob- 
bers as they entered the express tar and was 
fired upon, one of the charges pierting his right 
hand, and another cutting him ¢hrough the 
arm. The robbers then went through the ex- 
press safe and made their escape. /The amount 
of money and valuables cannot be ascertained 
here. A posse of men was organized early this 
morning, and were in pursuit of the bandits, 
but as they had a good start it is not likely 
they will be overhauled. 

THEY SHOT THE EMPLOYES. 

Further advices from Texarkana say the 
robbers obtained probably less than $200 from 
the express car. After they had gone through 
the car the robbers marched the engineer, fire- 
man and messenger about one hundred feet 
from the track, seated them on a log and told 
them to stay there with their eyes shut for one 
hour. When the bandits had gone a distance 
of fifty yards they turned and fired a volley at 
the men on the log. The messenger was shot 
through the feft hand and another bullet 
pierced his ear. The robbers then disappeared. 

OFFICERS IN PURSUIT, 

It required but a short time to notify officers 
here, who went in pursuit of the bandits. One 
party has been arrested, and is now in cus- 
tody, but has not yet been fully identified. 

Yesterday afternoon $10,000 was taken 
from the Southern Express Company’s office 
and carried to the depot. This wassent north. 
Itis supposed that the robbers were on the 
lookout for this sum, but madea mistake, 
thinking the money was to go south, Another 
account of the robbery, telegraphed the 
Republic from Little Rock, says the robbers 
secured about $10,000 from the safe. As soon 
as Messenger Nesbitt discovered the intention 
of the men, he fired two shots at the leader, 
and was in the act of firing a third shot, when 
he received a bullet in his right breast and fell 
to the floor. “i 

A late special from Camden says the robbers 
placed obstructions on the track, derailing the 
train, and that Nesbitt was instantly killed.

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MORE FROM BISMARCK 


THE PRINCE GIVES HIS VIEWS ON 
SEVERAL MATPERS. 


THERE IS NO DANGER OF TROUBLE 


Between Germany and Any Other Country— 
The Squabble Over Africa Will 
Amount to - Nothing. 


Lonpon, June 11.—The Telegraph today 
continues the report of its correspondent’s in- 
terview with Prince Bismarck. The prince 
ridiculed the kind friends of Germany who re- 
joiced at his resignation and now want him to 
be speechless. He declared his intention to con- 
tinue to serve the country until the last. He 
said he was able to doso now with a freer hand. 
For instance, in France and Russia, the only 
countries that could possibly bear a 
grudge, he was able—now that he 
was unfettered by official restraints in many 
ways—to promote the peace. He discussed at 
length the relations between Germany and 
France, which, he said, were excellent. The 
attitude of the French government was ex- 
emplary, and of the French people pacific. 
Nobody was more earnest for peace than was 
Emperor William, who, bent upon internal re- 
forms for Germany, had no idea of aggression. 

NO DANGER OF WAR. 

When asked if it was possible to extinguish 
the French people’s grievance by the restora- 
tion of their province, the prince declared that 
restoration was utterly impossible, and that it 
must be left to time to remove their resent- 
ment. The relations with Russia, he said, 
were equally good, and that country certainly 
would not attack Germany. The czar was 
amicably disposed toward Germany. He was 
averse to conquest and he disliked physical 
exertion, a point which was not without im- 
portance to the peace of Europe. 

Prince Bismarck was unable to say anything 
about Bulgaria except that.the dreibund was 
strong enough to prevent the disturbance of 
the peace on her account. The dreibund, he 
said, was as firm asever, and was certain to 
endure only the:»most unforeseen accident 
that could disturb European peace. He be- 
lieved it impossible that England or Germany 
should ever go to war or should ever quarrel 
seriously. If they did quarrel, it might lead 
to a continental conflict, evenif England ab- 
stained from fighting. This, however, was a 
contingency that was wildly improbable. 

HIS IDEAS ABOUT AFRICA. 

The African dispute was a trifling matter. 
The money involved on the part of both com- 
panies was less than a single day’s expendi- 
tures when. preparing for a great war. 

‘‘Few trustworthy Europeans,” said Bis- 
marck, ‘‘know or care about these mysterious 
regions. For my own part, I believe 
that Lord Salisbury’s temperate words are 
more to English taste than Stanley’s 
fierce ones. We are both fair-dealing people, 
and respect one another sincerely. We can 
easily come to a proper understanding. There 
has been plenty of arrant nonsense talked and 
written about this paltry affair. A few plain 
words detailed by common reason do no 
harm.,”’ 

In conclusion Bismarck spoke in the high- 
est praise of Emperor Frederick, saying that 
he was a true Hohenzollern of the truest char- 
acter, and of the most brilliant capacities, and 
of heroic courage. He added that had the 
late emperor lived, he would have astonished 
the world by the vigor of his personality and 
his rule. 

In the house of commons tonight, W. H. 
Smith, government leader, replying to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Gladstone, said it was the present- 
intention of the government to proceed continu- 
ously with the licensing bill. The house then 
went into the committee of the whole. An 
amendment, proposed by James Apton against 
the purchasing of licenses, was rejected by a 
vote of 254 to 190. | 


THE PASSPORT REGULATIONS. 


Chancellor Von Caprivi Says They Are Nec- 
essary. 

Bern, June 10.—Von Levetzow was today 
re-elected president of the reichstag. Dr. 
Buhl was re-elected first vice-president, and 
Baron de Unrhe Bomst second vice-president. 
During the session, Chancellor Von Caprivi, 
in reply toa question by Herr Richter, said 
that passport regulations applying to Alsace- 
Lorraine were rendered necessary by the num- 
ber of cases of treason brought before the 
tribunals. But their enforcement was 
more . especially necessary for mili- 
tary purposes. They were designed 
to render intercourse between the Alsatians 
and French more difficult, and to accelerate 
the Germanization ofthe province. Passport 
regulations, the chancellor declared, could not 
be abolished for a long time to come. The 
members of the French army could not be 
permitted to reside in the province in order to 
turn it into hunting grounds, whfch, in the 
event of war, might become battle-fields. The 
reguiations were working well, but their 
whole effect would only be apparent after 
they had been in operation for some time. 
The severity of the provisions had been re- 
moved by the milder application. Continuing, 
the chancellor said: 

“Whether we will be able to continue the 
course of moderation, depends upon the atti- 
tude of those concerned toward the measure. 
Gratifying signs of improvement are apparent 
in the relations between Germany and France. 
I should regret to see them again become 
troubled. In no country are international re- 
lations so difficult or necessity for indulgent 
consideration so great as in Germany. It is not 
to Germany’s interest to bring forward a ques- 
tion of this nature, which would raise new 
hopes and illusionsin Alsace-Loraine. I must 
then, therefore,’’ said the chancellor, “leave 
the responsibility with questioners.”’

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FRANCE AND EGYPT. 


M. Ribot Reads France’s Note to Egypt in 
the Chambers. 


Parts, June 10.—The chamber of deputies, 
without debate, has adepted the duty on foreign 
molasses. 

In the chamber today M. Ribot, minister 
of foreign affairs, read France’s note to Egypt: 

After declaring that the difficulty of em- 

loying the profits of the conversion of the 

ebt is more serious than the conversion 
itself, France contends that the time has 
arrived when Englaud,in accordance with 
many declarations and self-congratulations of 
her ministers, and for the prosperity and 
security of Egypt, ought to evacuate the 
country. The note expresses surprise 
that the powers do not agree 
in recognizing that the profits of conversion 
ought to be applied to increasing Egypt's 
military forces in order to enable her to dis- 
pense with British troops. Believing, however, 
that all parties interested are disposed to give 
the subject frank consideration, France assents 
tothe conversion scheme, reserving the ques- 
tion of evacuation for future negotiations. 

After reading the note, M. Ribot declared 
that France desired the most cordial relations 
with England, but would lose no opportunity 
to protest against England’s establishing here 
self in Egypt. 
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Will Not Call an Autumn Session, 

Lonpon, June 10.—The cabinet to-day de 
cided to rely mainly on the scheme to continue 
bills from session to session without re~debat- 
ing the previous stage.

He 
reminds me of the fellow that climbed up to 
the top of atree aftera’possum andit bent 
over with him. Hecouldn’t reach the ’possum, 
and he couldn’t climb back. He just hung 
there. His friends advised him to do 
this thing and that, but the _ fellow 
just hung there, and got weaker and weaker, 
and finally they told him to pray and say 
something about God. ‘Well, hold them 
dogs,’ yelled the fellow, ‘for by God I’m 
comin’!’ [Laughter.] That’s Stewart’s fix— 
he can't go back and he’s going to drop. 
[ Laughter. ] 

“‘Now, about this report they are circulating 
that Livingston isn’t popular at 
home. I never saw the time when 
Livingston couldn’t carry Newton 
county overwhelmingly. There were twenty- 
one men at the court-house a few days ago in 
Covington, and we polled for congress. There 
were nineteen enthusiastic Livingston men 
and two doubtful ones. Those two have since 
become Livingston men, and it’s just that way 
in the county. Hecan carry nineteen men 
out of every twenty-one.”’ . 

Mr. Womack referred to Colonel Living- 
ston’s high moral character, and to his practi- 
cal advice to farmers that had resulted in 
making his immediate neighborhood one of 
the mest prosperous in Georgia. 

‘‘And if vou want to judge what a man will 
do in the management of great public affairs, 
go see how he manages at home, that minia- 
ture kingdom. See if he is a factor for good 
in that neighborhood, and a thrifty, practical 
man.’ 

Mr. Womack then 
Colone! Livingston. 

Colonel Livingston’s Speech. 

“Tam giad,’’ said Colonel Livingston, ‘‘to 
see so many DeKalb county people here. This 
is the first speech I have had an opportunity 
of making to them, touching the issues drawn 
by the order I have the honor of representing 
so far as Georgia is concerned. Many false 
impressions have gone abroad about these 
alliance issues. We expected this—it is so of 
all reformations. They are ridiculed and 8p 
posed, and I ask myself sometimes, ‘Will men 
never Jay aside their prejudices?’ They never 
have in history, and I suppose they never will. 

“So two years ago, when we established the 
first sub-alliance in the state, we expected all 
that. 
‘When we organized the state alliance, 
down here in the fourth district, with seven 
sub-alliances, everybody prophesied evil and 
disaster, like Balaam, except that the Lord 
didn’t come out on our side so readily ashe did 
in the case of Balaam. 

“The first objection was that we excluded 
doctors and lawyers. They called us selfish 
and mean. Farmers are hospitable, and this 
grated on their feelings. They-were not mean. 
In helping themselves they hurt nobody else, 
but rather helped other classes in their own 
prosperity. They said we were going to fight 
everybody, all classes and professions. That 
isn’t trne. The organization was intended for 
farmers and the laboring classes. It couldn’t 
be run and.there would be perpetual discord if 
diverse interests were represented. You have 
republicans in this county. Do you go into 
caucuses with them? Here are Bap- 
tists, Methodists, and Presbyterians. Suppose 
they were merged into one congregation—what 
peace could there be? We appreciated this in 
orming the alliance, and we made it for the 
farmers. | 

‘There are four pillars to the alliance struc- 
ture. Wo aim at four things. «his first is in- 
teliectual improvement. The wicked and un- 
called for tax has been a heavy burden on the 
farmers since the war, but their heaviest burden 
has been ignorance. So we put intellectual 
improvement at the base of our structure, and 
the farmers today are thinking and reading. 
They discuss public méasures. They argue 
and ask questions at their alliance meetings, 
and receive instruction. They are waked up 
to an interest in public affairs and: are made 
better citizens by it. That was onr: first ob- 
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contracts a debt and then refuses to abide by it. 
. “The fourth object is to better ourselves 


financially. That’s where the objection comes 


in. Why? Because the corporations don’t 
care anything about your kind—they don’t 
care whether you have the head of a mule or 
the head of aman. They don’t care anything 
about your social standing and have nothin 
to do with your morals. But the question 0 
financial improvement gets next to their 
pocket-books, and that’s next to their hearts. 
‘*We’ve been sick, and here are men rs repent 
tothe medicine we have prepared to e 


_selves.”’ 


Their state of mind reminded the colonel of 
thedarky, who was lying by a fire, groaning 
piteously, and his masterasked another darky 
what was the matter. 

‘*Boss,’’ was the reply, ole missis filled ’im 
up wid camp-fire fur de colic last night, and I 
spec his settin’ yer by dis fire made hell-fire 
inside of him!” .- 

“For twenty years,” he continued, “I have 
been traveling over this state prescribing for 
you farmers: I told you first that the trouble 
was all cotton and no home-made provisions. 
But in Ohio, and in the east and in the west, 
the farmers were even worse mortgaged than 
here, and they didn’t raise any cotton up there, 
so the trouble wasn’t ail cotton. 

“Then I thought about diversified crops, but 
I was mistaken again. If a farmer must loose 
money on every crop he makes,it was better to 
have only one, and the people south, with one 
or two crops, were better off than the poople in 
Ohio, who had twenty-seven crops. 

“So I stopped again to study. I saw that 
wasn’t the real cause. 

“Then two years ago, in Columbia county, I 
made the first alliance speech ever made in 
Georgia. I believe I sounded the key note. 
Congressman Barnes, who was present, told 
me afterwards that he learned more in that 
hour and a half than he had learned during 
six years in congress. 

“Mr. Grady followed with a speech on the 
same line, and people began thinking abontit.”’ 

The colonel illustrated the position of the 
farmer by his story of the cow that had five 
calves—the farmer being the fifth calf. 

“And after twenty-five years,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘we went to congress with a petition. It 
was as nice as poor farmers could make it, but 
plain and to the point. They told’ us sneer- 
ingly, ‘You’ll ask for a sub-treasury to take 
cafe of your children next, and leave your 
wives to plow while you loaf and talk politics.’ 
That was the spirit in which we were met. 

‘‘We didn’t ask for the repeal of this iniqui- 
tous banking system, because we knew it 
couldn’t be done now. We simply asked con- 
gress to extend it and put a farmer’s cotton on 
a par with the bonds of the capitalist. A com- 
see of capitalists put up $100,000 of bonds— 

nds bought at 40 and selling now at 127. 
They take those bonds to a@ gevernment ware- 
house. The overnment pays the insur- 
ance, andifabondis mutilated or destroyed, 
the government replaces it. Then the govern- 
ment pays the capatalists 44 per cent on those 
bonds. When the $100,000 in bonds is depos- 
ited, the governmentadvances the capitalists 
$90,000 and charge interest at the rate of one 
per cent. 

‘Is there anv class legislation in that? Can 
a farmer borrow money at one percent. Can 
he draw 4% per cent from the government by 
putting his property in its custody. 

*‘Not only that. The law says that money 
can’t be loaned a farmer on real estate; and 
then for fear the capitalists that deal in goy- 
ernment bonds may suffer competition, they 
impose a tax of ten per cent on state banks.” 

Colonel Livingston parallelled~-the sub- 
treasury plan with this. Where the bond- 
holders were given ninety per cent, the farmers 
asked foreighty only. They asked to put their 
cotton in government ware-houses, as the 
bonds were. 

The sub-treasury bill he said, would relieve 
the lawyers and doctors as well as the farmers, 
for is matters stand now the country is at the 
mercy of 3,100 banks. These banks can, by 
combination, contract or expand at pleasure 
the volume of currency. The present system 
was. 2 war measure, but there 
is no excuse foritnow. He showed how, as 
President Lincoln predicted, corporations were 
enthroned hy the war, and corruption in high 
places followed, until now Harrison, Wanna- 


maker, Windom, and many in. congress, held - 


their places by the power of money. , 

‘There is nothing in congress now,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘but democracy and republicanism. 
Nobody is looking after the interests of the 
people.’’ 

Celonel Livingston quoted Thomas Jeffer- 
son and John C Calhoun, relative to the 
national currency system, in line with his sub- 
tréasury plan. 

“If the government is going to credit any. 
body,” he said, ‘‘why not credit the people 
direct? Why should a few men be allowed to 
grow rich off the credit of the United States?” 

He contrasted the relative value, as secu- 
rities to the government, of the bonds and of 
cotton. The bonds have varied from 40 to 127, 
and cotton never has varied half that much. 

The talk about danger of a corner in cotton, 
under the sub-treasury plan, he deelared was 
nonsense. There are too many spindles for 
that; and then the people. must have. clothing. 
There never will be a day when cotton, held 
as security, could not be sold—notso with the 
bonds. 

In case of war with England, Germany and 
Russia, the bonds now selling at 127 would go 
down to 20 in few days; while the price of 
cotton would go up, instead of coming down. 

The government, he agued, pays full value 
for gold and silver bullion, and whenever the 

rice gets higher the owner] can redeem his 
bailien atthe price advanced for it, and reap 
the advantage of the fluctuation. European 
capitalists reaped a golden harvest under this 
law. If that is done for metal bullion and for 
English capitalists, why not forcotton and 
hoine farmers. 

The colonel attacked Carlisle’s letter upon 
the sub-treasury plan, saying that it was full 
of mis-statements, due to his ignorance of the 
subject. 

“Tf the banking system is constitutional,” 
said. Colonel Livingston, ‘‘the sub-treasury 
plan is constitutional. If one is paternalism, 
the other is.” 

Continuing, he dwelt upon.the indifference 
shown by congress to the petitions of the 
farmers. The congressmen waited for Car- 
lisle and Mills and Oats to answer the letters 
addressed them on the subject, and then 
shielded themselves behind these answers. 

“We are going tostand by the sub-treasury 
plan for three reasons,’”’.said he. ‘First, be- 
cause it’s our plan. Second, because nobody 
has offered a better plan in its stead. Third, 
because if we give it up now it means our de- 
feat as an order and as individuals. 

“When we began this bagging fight,” said 
he, ‘‘we were told that it was impracticable. 
But we have brought the price of cotton from 
— to 7 cents.”’ 

he colonel told the story of the old farmer’s 
first experience with a postage stamp. The oid 
man sewed the stamp on, wrong-side-up, and 
wrote on the envelope: ‘This letter will go 
now if the darned thing sticks.”’ 

“That’s the shape our sub-treasury plan is 
ms ald he. “It'll go nowif the alliance will 
stick. 

The bagging fight was a skirmish, a minor 
issue, and this is our big fight. Will.you stand 
up and fight, or will you desert now. We have 
gone too farnow to go back. The fight is on 
our hands—the issue is before. We must win 
the fight or be defeated.”’ 

Just after the conclusion of his speech; Col- 
ovel Livingston explained that he had not 
made a political speech because Judge Stew- 
art was not present. 

“*T have felt it my duty’’ said he, “‘to.enter 
the race for congress from this district, oppos- 
I have written him a 
letter, inviting him to meet me in joint debate, 
aud as yet have no answer. discussing 
his record and mine, I want him to be present, 
or to refuse to meet me.”’ 

CAPTAIN BROWN SPEAKS. 

The first speaker in the afternoon was Cap- 
tain. Harry Brown, editor of+« the Southern 
Alliance Farmer. 


Captain. Brown spoke for about half an hour 
on the living issues of the day, touching prin- 
cipally upon the great necessity of sendin 
men to congress who were in sympathy with 
the best interests of the alliance and the 
wane. 

e paid a magnificent tribute te Colonel 
Livingston stating in a few clear and weigh 
sentences his merits for the office to whi 

was well 
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Colonel Beck’s eulegy upon Colonel Living- 
ston was a st commendation of his claims 
for congressional honors to the farmi le. 
He said that Colonel Livingston would stand 
by the farmers to the end, and would advance 
their cause with signal ability in the halls of 
the national congress. 

EDITOR BENTLEY SPEAKS. 

In a short and brilliant s h, Editor Bent- 
ley, of the Marke}l (Tex.) Gazette, a visiting 
allianceman, spoke of the great work of reform- 
ation which the alliance was bringing about 
in Texas. He said he was glad to see the 
same work being pursued so vigorously and 
so successfully in Georgia, He thought Colonel 
Livingston’s speech one of the est, he 
ever heard,. and. looked forward to the day 
when he would take his place among the 
law-makers in the national halls of legislation. 
He hoped for the day when Texas would send 
@ man with equal ability, to work by the side 
of Livingston of Georgia, in Washington. . 

MR. HUNNICUTT’S SPEECH. :

In ar- 
ranging for harmony and to secure the largest 
possible good for the whole people, I am urged to 
make this race. Our fast fri¢ndship authorizes 
me to make the appeal to you to defer at this 
time to the wishes if the farmers of our district, 
and allow one of their number to ‘try his hand’’ 
for their relief. Newton county did much 
to secure your nomination in the first instant, but 
I place my request on the high planethat the far- 
mers should have an immediate and close repre- 
sentative on the floor of congress at this time, not 
that you are not willing to do all and any service 
for them in your power.

He Is Overpowered by Three Prisoners, Who 
Gain Their Freedom and Get Away~ 
An All-Day Chase for Them.

About six o'clock, Jailer Baker went up 

stairs where the prisoners were confined. 
THEY GRAB THE JAILER. 

Instead of being safely locked in their cells 
as usual, they were out inthe hallway. When 
the jailer unlocked and opened the door, one 
of the negroes, Do¢k Heard, alias Scott, 
made a spring. at him, grabbing 
him by. the — throat. The jailer 
however, was about to prove too much for his 
single opponent, whereupon the other two 
colleagues of the prisoner came promptly to 
his rescue. Together they succeeded in over- 
powering Mr. Baker and making their escape. 

THE LOCKS WERE NOT TOUCHED. 

The strangest part of the cirenmstance is, 
that upon investigation,it was ascertained that 
the locks and everything else were in good 
condition, and showed no evidence of having 
been tampered with. How the negroes got in 
the hallway is a mystery. As soon as the dash 
for liberty was made, Jailer Baker sprang to 
his feet and succeeded in reaching the _ bot- 
tom of the stairway and fired two pis- 
tol shots at the fleeing fellows. He 
is of the opinion that his shots took effect 
upon one of the negroes. 

THE PRISONERS DESCRIBED. 

The prisoners answer to the names respec- 
tively of Dock Heard, alias Scott Williams, 
under indictment for grand larceny; Henry 
Wimberly, indicted for murder, the crime 
being committed at Mott’s mill about two 
months since, and Gus Harris, arrested yester- 
day under five warrants for carrying concealed 
weapons, larceny, disturbing public worship 
and assault and battery. 

Harris was tried yesterday in the county 
court, and convicted and fined from $50 to 
$200 and costs in each case. 

THE DOGS CALLED IN. 

After an hour spent in a fruitless chase, the 
posse in pursuit returned,and Sheriff McGraw, 
of this county telegraphed Sheriff Gilder, of 
Chambers county, to come down on the 9 
o’clock train and bring his bloodhounds. 
When Sheriff Gilder arrived the trail was 
struck, and the officers, in company with a 
large posse of citizens, struck out in hot pur- 
suit. After spending some time in zig-zagging 
backward and forward, the trail led the pur 
suers in the direction of Mt. Jefferson. 

THE TRAIL LOST. 

Upon arriving at Mt. Jefferson, however,the 
trail was lost in the cemetery, and the pursu- 
ing party returned to Opelika, arriving here 
about 6 o’clock this evening.

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The Sun Corrected. 
The New York Sun is a very able news- 
paper; itis bright, cheerful, courageous and 
independent, but it frequently places itself 
at a disadvantage by going in pursuit of 
ideas that are sometimes tinical and not in- 
frequently farcical. 

Replying to the inquiry of acorrespondent, 
the Sun refers to the effort on the part of the 
people of Texas to establish arailroad com- 
mission, and says: ‘‘They have had before 
them the examples of lowa, Georgia and Kan- 
ssa, in which the paternal regulation of the 
railroads- has proved so disastrous to the 
material interests of the state, and they are 
not likely to repeat so costly an error.”’ 

We are not familiar with the workings of 
the railroad commission of lowa and Kan- 

gas, but with respect to the results of the 
Georgia commission, we are prepared to 
gay very emphatically that the Sun is ill- 
advised with respect to the disastrous effects 
of the railroad commission in Georgia. The 
Sun is a newspaper that cannot afford to 
make such mistakes in its editorial columns, 
and it cannot afford to allow them to go un- 
corrected. 

The Georgia railroad commission was 
organized in 1877, and since that time 
the material interests of the state have 
been developed to a greater extent than ever 
before, and in railway development Georgia 
has led the south. It is not necessary to 
claim that the commission is responsible for 
the wonderful material development of 
Georgia, or for the large additions to the rail- 
road mileage of the state, but the facts 
show that the railroad policy of Georgia has 
mot in any sense been an obstacle to the 
development of the state in any direction. 
On the other hand, it has prevented unjust 
discrimination against communities and in- 
dividuals, and has saved to the people thou- 
sands of dollars. Meanwhile, the roads 
have prospered and are paying dividends 
right along.

lion. They are interested in the progress Of 
the south, and they know that when the 
cause of higher education languishtés, our 
people will be dependent upon outside insti- 
tutions and alien teachers. Under such ad- 
verse circumstances, succeeding generations 
of southerners will represent northern ideas 
and principles, and very little of the south 
will remain. 

Many of our wealthy men give liberally, 
in a public-spirited way, to enterprises of 
transient interest and importance. This is 
well enough, but the best and most enduring 
monuments that wise and good men can 
leave behind them are living monuments— 
men, high-minded men, the glory and 
strength of a state. When one associates 
his name for alltime to come with the in- 
stitutions which mould such men, and raise 
them up asthe bulwarks of the common- 
wealth, itis a proud heritage to bequeath to 
his descendants. This is the feeling among 
wealthy men in England and in the older 
northern states. ‘These men inspired by the 
ambition to live through the centuries, and 
be honored by the latest posterity, have 
Jinked their names and fortunes with good 
works. 

This disposition, while not yet general, 
will grow in the south, and some who read 
these lines will gladly come to the aid of the 
colleges and universities of Georgia,the Car- 
olinas and Virginia. A beginning has been 
made. Let it be continued, and in a short 
time the endowment funds of southern col- 
leges will reach a figure that will make them 
compare respectably with their northern ri- 
vals. This will be done sooner or later, and 
why not now? 


Cuddling the Veterans. 

Veterans of the union army should be 
very happy men. Their services to the 
country are not likely to be forgotten, and 
the republican party is going to weep over 
their wounds as long asa vote is visible. 
There is nothing too good for the union 
veteran; the republicans are scheming for 
him from morning until night, and if he 
can be bridled and saddled by kindness, it 
will not be wanting. 

But the efforts of the republican party in 
his behalf are really amusing. ‘The latest 
evidence of regard for him is shown in the 
bill introduced by Senator Mitchell, of Ore- 
gon, who thinks that veterans of the union 
should have the privilege of franking their 
letters to the pension commissioner; for the 
payment of United States postage by a Grand 
Army veteran is an imposition of which the 
government should not be guilty. 

This great thoughtfulness on the part of 
Senator Mitchell will doubtless be appreciated 
by the poor Grand Army veterans, but as the 
doors of the treasury have been thrown wide 
to them, and they have been helping them- 
selves for sometime past, the necessity for 
the introduction of this little bill of Senator 
Mitchell’s may be questioned by a few peo- 
ple who may be familiar with the work 
which has already been accomplished for 
the union soldiers. 

And it seems to place them in a position 
which they will not care to occupy—a beg- 
gar class of men who are always holding 
out their hands for governmental alms. 

The veterans should draw the line some- 
where and stand on their dignity. They 
should be quick to recognize the motive in 
all this tender solicitude, which is simply a 
scheme of the republicans to obtain their 
friendship and support. 


A Sensible Northern View. 

The New York Herald, in opposing a fed- 
eral election law, makes the point 
that if it causes trouble in the south, the 
prostration of industry in that region will in- 
flict ruinous losses upon northern capital- 


dwellings; establishing gavings banks; training 


boys for mechanica) trades, and girls for house- 
keeping; substitutfng intelligent preachers of 
their. own racg-tor the ignorant and immoral 


ranters that are so common now; inculcating the 


lessons of that homely motto, “Pay as you f£o0;” 
education, more education, avd then still more 
education--not excluding the highest branches of 
human knowledge, but laying the main stress on 
plain, practical, every-day, common school educa- 
tion. In brief, the attempted solutions of the race 
problem which find favor at Lake Mohonk, all be- 
long in the line of morality, intelligence, indus- 
try, self-respect. And all these discussions are so 
far from being merely theoretical that they are 
without exception carried on by, and on behalf of, 
men and women actually engaged in putting their 
plans into effect, or in aiding those who are thus 
engaged. 

The question is again asked what we un- 
derstand the problem to be, apd what is our 
solution. 

We are ready to admit that the ladies and 
gentlemen participating in the Lake Mohonk 
conference are of the highest standing, and 
are thoroughly sincere, but*we doubt the 
propriety, expediency and wisdom of their 
convention. 

The race problem, if there is one, is pecu- 
liarly ours, and must be settled by the south. 
Outside {suggestions and interference will 
only irritate, inflame and delay the final 
settlement. Again, it is plain that all the 
questions discussed at Lake Mohonk have 
been discussed in the south for years, and our 
tax-books, statutes and educational and ma- 
terial progress show that we are marching as 
rapidly along those lines of endeavor as it is 
reasonable to expect from a people who 
twenty-five years'ago passed through a de- 
structive war. The exhibit of these matters 
made by the late Henry W. Grady, with 
official statistics to sustain his conclusions, 
should convince our northern friends, 
whether at Lake Mohonk or anywhere else, 
that we are doing the best we can. In fact, 
we are getting along so well that we doubt 
the existence of such a problem as the north- 
ern people profess to see. 

But suppose the problem does exist, what 
then? The Advertiser and its readers are 
familiar with past and present history. 
They must know that caste is eternal, It 
will never die so long as the world contains 
people. Various civilizations and religions 
have tried to deal with the race problem in 
India, but they have been beaten back, and 
the situation remains unchanged. So a dif- 
ferent policy has been adopted in India and 
in Africa—the policy of repressing thein- 
ferior race. On a smaller scale, the same 
thing is to be seen nearer home in the West 
Indies. 

If the friends of the negroes in the north 
are really in earnest, they should study _his- 
tory and human nature. They must see 
that it is better to accept the southern idea 
that there is no race problem, than to force 
one to the front, only to have it dealt with 
by the adoption ofa policy of repression on 
the part of the superior race. 

As it is, the natural progress of the south- 
ern negroes should satisfy their friends 
everywhere. They are accumulating prop- 
erty, being educated, and they enjoy equal 
legal and political rights. There is abso- 
lutely no bar to their enjoyment of life, lib- 
erty and happiness under the constitution. 

Why, then, should strangers at a distance, 
ignorant of the facts of the case, hold con- 
ventions, and propose remedies for imagi- 
nary evils, when the result must be to de- 
velop a problem which, after all, will inevi- 
tably be settled by the people most deeply 
concerned? The members of the Lake Mo- 
honk conference will find that these ideas 
and reflections are worthy of their considera- 
tion. They are sustained by the facts of 
the case, the facts of history and the facts 
of human nature.

A State Normal School. 

Epirors CONSTITUTION: Does the general public 
realize how smal! to each individual citizen\of the 
state will be the personal sacrifice necessary to 
secure the establishment,equipment and mainten- 


ance of a first-class normal school? Hardly, or it’ 


would be an accomplished fact within tweive 
months. ; 

Georgia needs badly a normal school. No other 
state or territory in this broad America of ours 
—notexeepting Wyoming or Idaho—territories 
we have been accustomed to regard as semi-bar- 
barous surface areas of desolation—is withdut this 
distinguishing element and proof of progress and 
enlightenment. Georgia stands alone as the only 
political division of the union unwilling to tax it- 
self for what is admittediy not merely a desidera- 
tum, but a crying neceasity, preferring, instead,to 
depend upon the casual bounty of a dead philan- 
thropist and the generwsity of his living trustees 
and agent. 

Now, if it were announced that a normal school 
of not only effective, but of majestic proportions— 
one, indeed, to which the state could point with 
pride and maintain with protit—could be estab- 
lished and equipped for the sum of $100,000 and 
supported thereafter by an annual appropriation 
of 333,000, and such establishment and mainten- 
ance were proposed, what would be.the effect? 
Why, a “lank howl’ would go forth from the 
length and breadth of the land that would terrify 
the moonshiner on the Tennessee mountains and 
pale the gills of the Okefenokee alligator! 

“What! Tax the people to that extent? One 
hundred thousand dollars! Almighty meat-axe! 
Why, it would bankrupt the community!’ 

Hoid hard, though, my friend. Keep your fish- 
ing line stilla minnte. Letime whisper sweet con- 
solation in youréar; no one man, nor any one 
conununity, will have to pay that sum; there are 
several people in the state of Georgia. Let’s try a 
little arithmetic on_it. 

‘fhe tax digest for July, 1889, showed, in round 
numbers, some $385,000,000. The digest in July 
1490 will show over $4C0,000,000, and will, of course, 
annually increase. A special tax of one-fourth 
(4) of one mill would therefore yield the sum of 
$100,000 necessary toequip and establish, and an 
annual tax of one-twelfth (1-12) of a ‘nill will 
thereafter yield the $33,000 necessary to mMaibtain 
the normal school. 

But are these figures unintelligible? If so, let 
usapply them. The above statement means that 
the proportion of the suin which a farmer or mer- 
chant, or professional man, or any one, worth 
$1,000 would have to pay to build and equip the 
college, would be exactly twenty-five (25) cents, 
and his proportion of theannual sum necessary to 
maintain it thereafter, eightand one-third (8 1-3) 
cents. Would this “break” the community, think 

ron? 

/ Furthermore, I have purposely put the figures 
up toa very high notch, in the firstinstance. The 
probabilities are that, by inviting competitive 
offers for its location from different communi- 
ties, a thoroughly effective college could be built 
and equipped for $50,000 as a minimum outlay by 
the state, and by reducing the number of free 
scholarships also to a minimum, the annual ex- 
penses could probably be brought down to $18,609, 
in which case the two prorata contributions of 
the thousand-dollar farmer would be 1242 and 6 
cents, respectively. 

In other words, the cost to a poor man of a 
ginger cake, or, proportionally,arich man’s ex- 
penditure for a box of cigars or an afternoon’s 
carriage drive, will suffice to maintain this much 
needed institution in our midst. I do not see 
how the mattercan be more forcibly presented, 
nor do I believe it requires it. 

With this uncontrovertible statement before 
them, will our people give themselves the normal 
school, or force the teachers of the state, poorer, 
even, than the farmers, and in the main identical 
with them, to form a co-operative or mutual asso- 
ciation, as has been suggested, and contribute 
from their merger means $5 each to build the col- 
a, and make it a present to their state? 

Many might preferit totake this shape and 
course, but Tom not one of those who believe that 
the great majority of our citizens are cold-blooded 
narrow-gauge, 1214 cent economists. Iam satis- 
fied that when figures and facts are properly 
presented to them, and they realize fully the 
small concession demanded of them, and the al- 
most incalculable benefits which will, in the im- 
mediate future, be theirs, from the increased 
rapidity and thoroughness with which their 
children will advance under the instruction of 
normal-trained native teachers, there will not be 
found the voice of a single constitutent to con- 
demnor censure the vote of a legislator recorded

HENDERSON TALKS 


ABOUT THE RACE FOR COMMIS=¢ 
SIONER OF AGRICULTURE. 


He Thinks He Has the Fight Whipped ang 
Scents Success in the Air—An Inter- 
view With Him. 


“My race is in splendid shape, and I do not 
think there is the slightest doubt about my 
nomination.’’ 

Thus ‘spoke Judge John T. Henderson, the 
efficient commissioner of agriculture, to a CONe 
STITUTION reporter yesterday. 

‘‘Who will push you closest ?’’ 

*“T do not know, for I have not had time to 
give the matter the close consideration it proba- 
bly deserves. I have been attending to my 
business, and have carefully avoided going 
around the state to make speeches at the sacri- 
fice of my official duties. I have had my work 
to attend to, and the past few months have beer 
an unusually busy season with me.’ 

“What of the result in Houston county ?’’ 

‘“Itis justas Lexpected. You knowin that 
county I got two hundred more votes than 
both of my opponents put together. I would 
have earried Lee county beyond the shadow of 
a doubt, if I had had any intimation that the 
county was to act. gl knew nothing whatever 
of it until I saw the result, and found that a 
smail mass meeting had endorsed some one 
else. Thisis probably natural, however, ,as 
Mr. Nesbitt’s acquaintance after a lofig resi- 
dence in that immediate section enabled him 
to earry the mass meeting, when, if it had 
been left to the vote of the people, I would 
have carried it twoto one.”’

The details of the day’s work will be read 
with in¥erest. 

The Morning Session. 

The morning session was called to order by 
President Edward T. Plank, promptly at 9 
o’clock with an attendance that literally filled 
the chamber of commerce hall. 

The report of the committee on laws 
was the first business called, and the report 
was one of the most important that will en- 
gage the attention of the typos during their 
convention. 

THE FOREMAN SUBSTITUTE. 

The substitute to the general law of the 
constitution relating to the duties and privileges 
of foremans, introduced in the committee’s re- 
port by Mr. Johnson, of Fort Worth, proved a 
great issue. 

The substitute was under the head of ‘‘Em- 
ployes and Foremen,’’ and so amended 
section 55 of the general laws as to make it 


read as follows: 

Section 55. Foremen of printing offices have the 
right toemploy help at will, and may discharge 
help: 1. For incompetency. 2. For violation of 
the rules of the office, chapel or union. 3. For 
neglect of duty. 4. In order to decrease the force. 
Provided (in newspaper offices) such decrease re- 
mains for a period of sixty days; should cases be 
put up within that time, the man so suspended or 
discharged must be given the refusal of the situa- 
tion. Itshall be further understood that if a 
workman be competent to “sub.” in an office he is 
competent to hold a regular situation. In all 
cases where a compositor is discharged, he shall 
be furnished a written statement of cause by the 
foreman, if demanded, All laws in conflict with 
this section are hereby repealed. 

The substitute evoked considerable discus- 
sion, nearly half of the convention of delegates 
participating in the debate. 

It was argued in every phase, but the chief 
strife seemed to be aroused by some of 
the privileges given to the foremen 
in the discharge of help. 

The discussion lasted nearly all the forenoon 
session, and was extremely interesting and 
hotly contested. The substitute finally passed 


on ballot. 
FURTHER REPORTS ON LAWS. 
The committee on laws further reported an 
amendment providing for the editing of a code. 


It read as follows: 

Section 132. A special committee of three mem- 
bers of the International Typographical Union 
shall be appointed at the sessions whose duty it 
shall be to compile, edit and index all “decisions 
and resolutions still in force; said code and index 
shall be printed in connection with the constitu- 
tion and by-laws of the International Typographi- 
cal Union. 

The reading was amended so as to provide 
for one member on the committee instead of 
three, and aftera lengthy and warm debate 
passed on a yea and nay vote. The compensa- 
tion for the work was fixed at $6 per day. 

The following substitute was offered in the 
committee’s report by Mr. Walter, of Cin- 


cinnati: 

Make new Sec. 2014, General Laws— 

Section 21. No compositor on newspapers shall be 
permitted to work more than six days per week, if 
substitutes can be obtained. 

The substitute was lost on a yea and nay 


vote. 

An amendment offerred by union No. 42 
(Memphis) to insure payments of debts was 
discussed rather widely and with considerable 


by the convention. 
TO EQUALIZE OPPORTUNITIES. 


An amendment was reported by the com- 
mittee on laws, providing for the equaliz ation 


of opportunities zmong printers. 

This amendment was one ef broad scope, and 
was argued by many delegates. <A letter from 
Mr. R. S. Rawlings, who is the originator of 
the measure, explains fhe purpose of the 
amendment: 

“The transportation, individuals, of their 
friends, from ene boeakty to another, to the 
detriment of local subs and the traveling ele- 
ment,’ he said, ‘*is becoming so marked in vari- 
ous portions of the oountry as to require some na- 
tional legislation to prevent this growing evil. 
The fact of a case holder, or rather of a combi- 
nation of case holders, sending off for a par- 
ticular friend to come to their city, assuring 
him of plenty of work, necessarily works a 
hardship upon the local subs and the traveling 
printer, as the sending off fora man necessi- 
tates an assurance of some kind to induce him 
to come. 

“The day-has long since arrived when the 
tramp printer is looked down upon. He no 
longer receives the cordial welcome which was 
a few years agoaccorded him. The traveling 
element of our craft is very large, and the fact 
of their traveling from one point to another 
has been a benefit to the craft at large, as it 
enables us to keep up our scale of prices; but 
should this element settle down,the demand for 
work would be so great as to force pricesdown. 
Our loss would go to enrich the enterprising 
and economical publisher, who is ever ready to 
avail himself of every advantage possible. 

‘Tt is not my intention to ask the committee 
to legislate entirely for the benefit of the trav- 
eling element, but they are entitled to equity 
and justice, and toa little consideration, and 
it can readily be seen thetthe practice of im- 
porting our friends by promising them our sub- 
bing, is directly against the tramp’s getting in 
a day to help him along, and it also helps us to 
freeze out some one we do not have a personal 
friendship for.”’ 

The amendment was tabied. 

The committee on laws recommended the 
following changes in the general laws, which 
were adopted, making the modified sections 
read thus: 

Section 63. In the event of a general strike in anv 
city or town where several officers are involved, 
no union force of men shall refuse to work fora 
proprietor who agrees to pay the scale, provided 
they have the consent of the local union. 

Section 115. No member of a subordinate union 
shall accept employment on the work of any state, 
corporation or ind:vidual, where such work is sub- 
let y contract,if such member is in any way inter- 
ested in, or a party to, said sub-contract. The pen- 
alty for a violation of this provision shall be ex- 
pulsion from the union. 

Section 118. The collection of interest on money 
loaned, or the acceptance of orders for bills as se- 
curity for money loaned, when conducted as a 
business, shall be construed as “cashing strings,” 
provided, this shall not apply to benevolent eocie- 
ties in chapels. 

Section 814. In all printing offices where ad- 
vertiseme nts are set by the piece they must either 
go on the hook or be sold at auction by the chapel 
when the chapel! shall deem it convenient and best. 

To amend Art. 2, Section 1, constitution, to 
begin line9, after the word delegate: 

“Two or more subordinate unions having a mem- 
bership of less than 100 members each, have the 
power of combining and electing one delegate, if 
they so desire, provided that the secretary of each 
union sign his certiticate. 

The following was adopted: 

That the executive conncil shall have power on 
a@ question of great importance to submit such a 
question toa direct vote of the membership at 
large, the same to be taken at once and forwarded 
tothe seeretary-treasurer of the International 
Union, and the three officers provided for in sec- 
tion 1 shall forthwith canvass the vote and declare 
the result to the craft, and such action shall be 
binding as law of the International Union. 

Anamendment to pay travéling printers 
mileage was not reported favorably by the com- 
mittee, and the discussion on this 
postponed until tomorrow. ~

year the erection of a building be commenced 
which shall cost not less $20,000, the 
said building to be complete one year later. 

After caretully looking over the ground, con- 
sidering the least number of inmates with which 
we would care to begin our home, we feel com- 
pelled to state that the dignity of the craft, the 
needs of the institution, and a decent regard for 
the men who thus have shown their friendship re- 

uire the erection of a building that will cost 

000. We feel justified in suggesting to your 
honorable body that all the money in our custody, 
in excess of . $15,000, be devoted to the erection of 
the building referred to. This, according to our 
estimate, would make available within the current 
year $15,000, to which should be added about 
$4,000 already collected in the “home fund.” 
This will make necessary a contribution of $21,000 
additional within the next two years. With this 
sum we could erect a building creditable to us, 
and sufficient to accomodate at fast fifty inmates. 

For the maintenance of this number for the first 
year, we recommend the retention of the $15,000 
above reserved. 

The first question which comes dDefore the craft, 
then, is the most feasible plan of raising the $21,- 
000 lacking for the building. This can be done by 
the cont ‘ution of 50 cents from each member of 
subordit te unions for the period of two years. 

The building of the Home being thus provided 
for, the maintenance of the institution for one 
year thereafter being assured, we think the source 
of the revenue required thereafter—a period which 
is yet three years distant—may safely be left to 
the wisdom and the business capacity of those 
who follow us in guiding the fortunes of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union. Of one fact we 
feel assured—the experience of the last four years 
is our guarantee—that the degree to whicli we 
rise to the requirements of the hour, generous 
friends will step to our side. In fact, already the 
sum of $1,000, raised by a few gentlemen of Colo- 
rado Springs, 18 at hand, if the present conven- 
tion takes definite action. 

THE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


This report was referred to a special com- 
mittee, which rendered the following report, 
the report occupying the convention in discus- 
sion the better part of the session: 


1. The incorporation of the home under the 
laws of the state of Colorado. 

2. That the home shall be governed hy a board 
of trustees, thirteen in number, three trustees 
to be elected each year fora term of five years. 
The present trustees of the Child-Drexel fund to 
serve as trustees of the home for five years; the 
present trustees.of the home to be continued in 
office for four years,and nine trustees to be elected 
by this body, three for three years, three for two 
years and three for one year. 

Any person within the jurisdiction of the I. T. 
U. shall be eligible as a trustee. 

3. That the moneys now known as the Childs- 
Drexel fund shall be transferred to the board of 
trustees of the home, to be used by them in build- 
ing and mantaining the home, and also all 
moneys now subscribed and which may be sub- 
scribed and paidin as contributions during the 
present fiscal year. 

4. That a per capita tax of one dollar be levied; 
the vote upon which shall be taken before the 31st 
day of July, 1899. 

5. That the treasurer of the board of trustees 
shall give a bond in the sum of fifty thousand dol- 
rg for the faithful care of the moneys entrusted 
to him. . 

6. That the board of trustees shall have power 
to regulate and determine the uses and purposes 
of the home; that they shall meet and organize 
within ten days after the adjournment of this 
convention, and shall issue to local unions an ad- 
dress outlining the proposed manner of conduct- 
ing the home, etc. 

7. That a sum of money not exceeding $100 shall 
be appropriated from the fundsof the union to 
defray the expenses necessary to the carrying out 
of the preceding recommendation. 

&.That the trustees shall present annually to 


| this union a complete and comprehensive report 


of their proceedings, together with such recom- 
mendations as may be necessary for the security 
and welfare of the home. 

9. That the president, secretary and treasurer of 
the trustees of the home attend the annual con- 
ventions of the International Typographical Union. 

An amendment made the name of the insti- 
tution ‘‘Tke Childs-Drexel Home for Union 
Printers.”’ 

The report was adopted by sections, and 
made a special order for today when it is to be 
printed in the journal and then brought up 
for adoption as a whole. 

THE CHATTANOOGA STRIKE. 

The committee to which was referred the 

Chattanooga strike recommended an appro- 


' priation of $300 for the relief of the striking 


printers in that city. It then went tothe 
finance committee, and will, be the first busi- 
ness transacted on the opening of the conven- 
tion this morning. 

On suspension of the rules a lengthy 
and interesting report from the dele- 
gate to the Paris convention of 
printers was read. After this regular routine, 
matters of no special importance kept the 
printers busy until 6 o’clock, when a recess was 
taken until this morning at 9 o’clock 

SOME ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Invitations were handed to the delegates 
when the convention broke up, to attend a 
barbecue at Stone Mountain. The invitations 
were from the Atlanta union, and the barbe- 
cue is on the programme fortoday. Doubtless 
it will be a big thing. 

Last night the delegates enjoyed themselves 
at Grant park as the guests of the local print- 
ers. Dancing wasindulged in and delightful 
refreshments were served. 

The Fourth Artillery band furnished thé 
music.

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SOME OF THEIR PUZZLING PE- 
CULIARITIES NEED REFORM. 


Several Instances of Twe Streets of the Same 
Name—Other Difficulties That Should 
Be Remedied—Some Pointers. 


There is a puzzling uncertainty about the 
streets of Atlanta. 

. They need the attention of the author ties, 
not only in the matter of renumbering the 
houses, but in straightening out the deceptive 
names of some of the avenues as well. 

It is a singular fact that Atlanta has in sev- 
eral instances two or more str: 3 bearing the 
same name, and oftentimes a street is found to 
have two names. 

This should not be. 

Nowhere is the trouble resulting from this 
state of things felt with more annoyance than 
at the post-oflice. 

When a letter comes to the post-office ad- 
dressed to a person residing on Ella street, it 
must be carried first to a street on the out- 
skirts of the city, called Ella, and if the person 
can not be found, the letter has to be brought 
back and sent diagonally across the city to” an 
Ella street near the eastern suburbs. 

HOW THEY ARE NAMED. 

There are two Jones streets in Atlanta, two 
streets called Herbert, two named Arthur, two 
named Henry, two Anderson and two called 
James. 

There are two Highland avenues in the 
city, in localities far removed from, and dia- 
metrically opposite, each other. 

Mayer street issometimes called Linden 
avenue, and yet there is a Linden avenue in 
another portion of the city. 

These are only a few of the mumerous puz- 
zles that haveto be solved by every letter- 
carrier, every hackman and every footman 
who seeks acertain number on some of At- 
lanta’s streets. The great trouble is that often 
the people who live onastreet callit bya 
name different from the name by which it is 
put down on the maps of the city. 

A WORD ABOUT THE NUMBERING. 

Dr. F. H. Orme has some good ideas about 
how the streets of Atlanta should be num- 
bered. 

‘Too much care cannot be practiced,’’ says 
he, ‘‘in placing new numbers on the houses of 
the city. The centenary plan is probably the 
best and most sensible, but even with it much 
caution is essential in how and where to place 
the figures. 

‘‘Many houses in Atlanta to-day are num- 
bered in large enough figures, but very often 
these are placed where they cannot be seen at 
all by one driving by. 

‘‘The numbers should be placed where they 
can be easily seen by people driving in the 
streets, so that every hackman, every mail 
carrier, messenger boy, etc., might the better 
guide himself.’’ 

Everybody who has occasion, ashas a phy- 
sician, to keep a lookout for house numbers, 
will realize the importance of the point Dr. 
Orme makes. The law does not permit driv- 
ers to leave their vehicles, but often either 
they or the occupants of the carriages haye to 
get out in order to reach a point where they 
can see a house number. 

Why isn’t Governor Bullock’s plan best—to 
put the number on the gate post?

The past month of May brought the heaviest 
taxes ever Known for that inonth, the total in- 
come being $76,168.93, while the year before 
for that month it was only $69,950.72. 

During the last inonth of May, the beer tax 
was $3,954.58, while the year before that 
month it was $2,243.12; the tax on Spirits was 
B28,644.50, while the year before for the same 
month it was only $23,400.00, 

The tax on the manufacturing of cigars for 

May "OO amounted to S, 138 30, while the year 
before it an $614.90. 

All of these figures show how these indus- 
tries are prospering in Georgia. The number 
of manufacturers of tobacco and cigars have 
increased somewhat, while the number of dis- 
tillers of beer and whisky have increased in 
great proportions.

S'oane obtains the names of men whe. wish 
to advertise extensively, and publishes their 
cards in his Register at a stipulated price. 

So far, so good, 

But when he ols out with 
one of his patrovs, he  ‘' resorts 
to a very questionable method of securing the 
amount of his claims. 

fe issues circulars on which are printed, in 
the case of lawyers, a list of the charges for 
which an attorney may be expelled from the 
bar, with the name cf the alieged delinquent 
on them. 

Among theseare ‘habitual drunkenness,” 
“failure to turn’ over money collected, ete.” 
and away down towards the bottom, ‘‘failing 
to pay dues.’’ 

He does not state for what special offense 
this particular person is liable to expulsion, | 
but leavesthe public to guess atthe crime | 
committed. 

ATLANTA LAWYERS KICKED. 

He had a disagreement with five prominent 
attorneys of Atlanta, every one of whom was 
ainply able to meetall) claims against him. 

He issued a lot of those circulars, and. sent 
them all over the state, and in a letter to one 
of the gentlemen, be said that he intended to 
pursue the same course 60 long ‘‘as the direc- 
tories he!d out.” . 

The resuit wasa good deal of indignation, 
and the presentation of Sloane to the grand 
jury on a charge of criminal libel. 

The grand jury found true bills in five cases, 
and Captain Couch, representing the city court 
of Atlanta, went to Cincinnati to arrest Sloane 
and bring him to Atlanta for trial. 

The case-came up before Judge Shroder, in 
Cincinnati, but because Captain Ceuch was 
unable to prove that Sloana had ever been in 
Georgia, it was dismissed. 

Ex-Governor J. B. Foraker offered as coun- 
sel for Sloane, and Captain Coach says that 
the contest was an exceedingly warm one. 

As a last resort Captain Couch asked for 
requisition papers, but these were also denied 
on the same grounds, and he was forced to re- 
turn without his man,

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THE SILVER BILL. 


THE DEBATE SsTILL DRAGGING 
ALONG IN THE SENATE. 


Senator Sherman Talks for the Gold Bugs, 
ar,d Is Answered by Senator Teller— 
Senator Reagan Talks. 


WasnHincton, June 10.—In the senate the 
silver bill was taken up and unanimous con- 
sent given (at the request of Mr. Jones, of 
Nevada) that after threb -o’clock on Friday 
next, debate shall be limited to five minutes 
by any senator on any question. Theqrestion 
being on Mr. Plumb’s amendment that no 
funds avaiiab‘e for the payment of the pubiic 
debt including such as are kept for the receinp- 
tion of United States notes shall be retained 
in the treasury in excess of $110,000,000. On 
motion of Mr. Harris this amendment was 
amended by adding to it the words, ‘provided 
that gold and silver coin and gold bullion 
im the treasury on which gold and silver 
certiticates have been issued shall 
not be considered available for 
any purpose except the redemption of such 
certificates.’ 

Mr. Sherman expressed his opposition to 
Mr. Plu:nb’s amendment, as the effect of it 
would be really to leave only a worxing bal- 
ance of ten millions in the treasury. Besides, 
he thorght, that the silver question was im- 
portant enough to be considered by itself, with- 
out lugging in other complications as to 
balances in the treasury and such matters. He 
regarded the amendineut as verv faulty, first, 
because it disturbed the funds pledged by the 
public faith, and second, beeause it would re- 
quire the secretary of the treasury to carry on 
the operations of the govermment with a work- 
ing balance of ten iillions. » 

Mr. Reagan questioned the use of retaining 
one hundred millions ef goldin the treasury, 
while there was ai dearth of Cle 
rency  feit, especially in the rurai dis- 
tricts. Leval tender notes, he argued, 
would be just as valuable, and just as ‘Tittle 
liable to be presented for redemption, ofter 
that hundred millions was paid out as b« fore. 
His opinion was that a reserve of fifty nullicns 
would be all-suiticient, and he intended to 
offer an amendment carrying out that idea. 
He thought that the policy of punishing the 
people for the benetit of the mono-metaleists 
and contractionists had been carried en long 
enough. The retention of that hundred mil- 
lions of gold had already cost the government 
forty millions | in inter est. 

Mr. Teller said tif

pressed a preference that Mr. Pluntd's amend- 
‘ment should be withdrawn and presented as 
an independent measure. He again asserted 
that if there could be only one ineney metal,

interests of the world demanded that it should. 


re silver. ir. Teiler went on to question and 

to deny ‘the accuracy of some of the state- 
ments in Sherman’s recent speech on the bill. 
One of the points was that the gold dollar had 
always been a unit of value. Thatstatement 
is not true, said Mr. Teller, whether it comes 
from an ex-secretary of the treasury or from 
anvbody else. There never was an hour, 
previous to 1873, when the gold dollar was the 
unit of value in this country. The silver 
dollar was the unit of value up to the 
act of 1873. The senator himself, in 
1868, introduced a_ Dill for the pur- 
pose of making the gold dollar a unit of 
value, which he did not succeed in doing, 
and yet the people of the country 
are told that the gold dollar had been the unit 
of yalue, and that the old democratic party 
had made it the unit of value. That is not 
Another point in Sherman’s speech, 
which Teller disputed and denied, was that 
the increase of circulation had kept pace with 
the increase in population. Mr. Teller argued 
that it would require an annual increase of 
forty-four millions of currency to meet the an- 
nual increase of population. Asto the state- 
ment by Sherman and others that the sup- 
porters of the bill wanted acheap dollar, Mr. 
Teller said that it was a species of dema- 
goguery which was a disgrace to the senate. 
They wanted the honest dollar restored—the 
dollar that had been stricken down without 
the will of the people, and without their 
knowledge. There never had. been a demand 
from the public for a cheap dollar, and it was 
demagoguery forany man tosay, before the 
senate, that the friends of silver wanted a 
cheap dollar. It was. said, in_ order 
to frighten capitalists and the uninformed 
and to make them think that the fnends of 
silver wanted to repudiate the public debt and 
to repudiate private debt. 

Mr. Blair remarked that Mr. Teller felt in 
relation to the silver plank in the platform, 
just as he (Bia:r) felt in relation to the educa- 
tional plank. 

Mr’ Stewart— Does the senator think it right 
that any ratty, Paces do that? 

Mr. Blair—No; and the party that does it is 
certain to be blanked. [Langhter.] 

At the close of a speech by Mr. Call, the sil- 
ver bill went over till tomorrow. 


A BUDDHIST REVIVAL. 


Over, 560,000,060 Believers . on the Face of 
the Earth. 
Special Correspondence of the World. 

PARIS, May 24.—The Buddhist congress, soon to 
be held in Paris, attracts att-ntion to this re- 
markabie religion. The congressis to have the 
importance of the great ecumenical council con- 
voked by Pius IX., twenty years ago. Buddhist 
delegates are to come froin all parts of the worid, 
and intense is the interest manifested in Paris. 

Five hundred mitiion people on this giobe are 
Buddhists, and, although Buddhism in Europe is 
confined to great minds, in France alone there are 
about thirty thousand Buddhists. Itis not gen- 
erally known that Richard Wagner was a fervent 
Buddhist. But the European thinkers do not 
practice the doctrines of Buddhism. That is, why 
the young Viennese student, Udo Halsmeyer, has 
caused such consternation in the 
church. He is ascetic, fasts, or eats only 
fruits and vegetables, envelopes himself 
in a hempen bag, and already treats with indiffer- 
ence physical suffering. Continuingin this man- 
ner, he would soon be the incarnation of Buddha, 
and the authorities talk of expuision from the 
university for fear of his influence on the other 
students. The practice of Buddhism cultivatesa 
sixth sense that in non-believers is always latent. 
By this sense one can fortell good or bad fortune, 
and the meditation that calls out this sense is al- 
ways physical, psychological and physiological. 
Physically the body must obey the mind, psycho- 
logically all human organic forces must be con- 
centrated on the dévelopment of this sixth sense, 
intuition, and physiologically respiration must be 


' regulated to control the expenditure of vital force. 


As soon as this sixth sense is acquired the Budd- 
hists are capable of knowing nature’s secrets and 


of producing phenomena that seem supernatural,, 


but are in reality the manifestation of forces very 
natural, but not yet understood. 

Buddhism respects everything that has life, and 
Buddhists believe in reincarnation, not in metem- 
psychosis. Christian missionaries. have tried to 
create this confusion in order to raise prejudice 
against Buddhism. 

The Buddhists believe that,if a rich man sin, 
after death he enjoy8a certain repose to repay 
‘him for the sufferings in this life, but his punish- 
ment begins at the moment he is obliged to again 
return on this or another planet, where his spirit 
enters the body of some miserable persou, and the 
more guilty he has been in his previous existence 
the less chance he has in this. In the same way a 
person who has led a righteous life in a previous 
existence isin this reincarnated in the body of a 
rich person. 

The Buddhists catechism gives long details on 
the life of Buddha, a life that;aside from the mir- 
acles, is similar to that of Jesus. and in- 
tellectnally Buddha surpassed all men, “and his 
name means illuminated or perfect wisdom. Who 
calf tell?’Perhaps Parisians, eneryated by the 
struggie of modern existence, will look with long- 


ing towards the fascinating delights of Nirvana.

Compared with the Past it is Almost a 
Lost Art.

‘Well,’ replied Martin, drawing his words 
out as if each weighed a pound, ‘‘gambling in 
Washington is a lost art. You know when 
President Arthur caught a treasury clerk steal- 
ing $40,000 and found out that he played it on 
the green baize in Parker’s faro bank, he sent 
for the five commissioners who -run the city of 
Washington under the District Act and drove 
every faro bank out of Washington, and they 


stayed out too. 

“There isn’t a faro bank in Washington, but 
the youth of Washington go across the river, 
over the Long Bridge, and copper the ace 
there. But there is nothing but poker games 
running in Washington now. How different 
things are since Old Prindle used to run a game 
without a limit. Prindle ante-dated Pendie- 
ton and the other big gamesters, and I have 
seen|Green, a senator from Missouri, lay downa 
thousand dollar bill in the pot bet®een the six, 
seven and eight spot with as much coolness as 
a modern sport would play $25 0n a case eard. 
Those were great days. I have seen some of 
the southern senatois of ante-bellum days play 
$1,000 on a single card without flinching. 

“George Prindle was the boss gambler of 
those days. He was the only one of the sports 
before the war who died and left any mone 
He left $50,000 in hard cash, and left it to his 
negro servant, who had nursed him in Wash- 
ington for twenty-five years. 

‘There were no club houses in those days, 
and the congressmen and senators with sport- 
ing proclivities met at Prindie’s for a social 
time, and they had it. There was an old plan- 
ter in those days, when everything ‘went’— 
Buchanan was president—that came up from 
Arkansas, who, as soon a8 he had. sent his first 
boatload. of cottgn to- New Orleans, drew on 
his cotton factor for $20,000, and, as a matter 
of principle, he came to Prindie’s faro bank to 
spend the money. When not at Prindie’s he 
was at Johnny Coyle’s, then as famous 4 res- 
taurant as John Chamberlain’s is now. This 
old planter painted Washington a carmine hue 
from the day he got there till his money was 
all gexe. Then he drew ou his cotton factor 
in New Orleans for $1,000 more and did not 
show up till next session. 

“Phe Arkansas planter’s name is well re- 
membered, but he is dead, and it is not worth 
while to give it.”
